Tur Japanese vernacular papets have not 
much falth In the success, of Viceroy Li 
Huna-cuana’s Misston to Japan. © An 
influential paper, the Mainichi to wit, gives 
the following opinions on ‘the subject In 
question and we may add that all the 
other native journals in Toklo take much 
the same view of the affalr:— 

“Li Hung-chang’s credentials must be of such 
a nature as to fully empower him to represent 
the Chinese Empercr at the Japenese Court, 
His is not a misston for negotiating with 
Japanese Plenipotentlaries, He bas simply to 
recelve the commande of frpar. Such being the 
case, should the preat CLlacve statesman prove 
himself equal to the necessities of the occasion, 
it {s more then probable that, on bls retorn to 

hina, s fate similtar to that which befel the 
Chinese Plenipotentlaries that concluded the Il 
Tresty with Russfa and the Treaty of Tientsia
